Antamn Leaves for HOIM Decorations.

When preened, leaves of a solid 


color do not leave as striking an ef- 
fect aa those of green or yellow cen- 
ters, slightly touched with crimson 
on the edges. Young maple trees 
usually have brighter foliage than 
those of maturer growth. Oak 
h-aves, if sought early, are sometimes 
found of great brilliancy, and these 
are particularly pretty because of 
their graceful form.

decorative effects are produced with 
boughs or twigs than with detached 
leaves. 
Three or four 
graceful 


branches form a very handsome cor- 
nice for lace curtains, and there is 
no richer frame for a somber old 
engraving than a tew sprays of 
many-colored maple leaves, or a 
cluster of graceful oak leaves. 
The 


boughs themselves form a pretty 
picture if tastefully grouped and 
nailed against a white or delicately- 
tinted wall. 
Quite large boughs 


may be pressed between newspapers, 
two thicknesses of newspapers be- 
tween each bough. The papers must 
be changed every day for alx>iit ten 
dvya, or the leaves will mildew and 
lose all their brightness. Some peo- 
ple prefer coarse brown paper, as 
that need I* changed only once in 
two days. After the leaves are dry 
sprinkle them with resin and pass a 
hot irou rapidly over them. Be 
careful not to have the iron too hot, 
or the leaves will shrivel all up. 
Resin gives a slight hut very beau- 
tiful glcHB to tho leaves and pre- 
serves them better than prepared 
varnish, linseed oil, paraffine and 
ice water.
